The rear end of the 3953 
Super "88" has higher fenders and 
a higher contour on the deck lid 
that emphasize the horizontal 
lines of the car.

In going from a six-volt to a 12- 
volt electrical system for 1953, 
Oldsmobile has obtained higher 
capacity to meet the increasing 
demands of the engine and the 
accessories that, have been added 
in recent years. Improved cold
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weather starting and better igni­ 
tion are two immediate benefits of 
the 12-volt system. The new 12- 
volt, 70-ampere battery has 30 
per cent greater over-all capacity 
than the six-volt which it super­ 
sedes. The new 30-ampere output 
generator has a third greater ca­ 
pacity. Other new components re­ 
quired of the electrical system for 
1953 are the starter, voltage reg­ 
ulator, ignition coil, lights, horns 
and wiring.
